Leonard  Menka  and  his  vice-presidential 
partner  Bob  Angle  are  the  first  American 
Indians  in  the  U.S.  to  run  for  student  body 
office.  Menka  described  the  greatest 
problem  of  the  past  and  present  at  BYU  as 
“the  minority.” 

He  advocated  sending  qualified  students 
as  ambassadors  to  other  universities  to 
dispel  the  discriminatory  image  of  BYU. 


US  combat  role  eased  in 
three  South  Vietnam  areas 


SAIGON  (UPI)  — The  United  States 
ninounced  moves  yesterday  to  take 
•ii;  the  emphasis  off  the  U.S.  combat  role 
in  military  regions  covering 
jlj:  three-fourths  of  South  Vietnam.  The 
announcement  coincided  with  official 
reports  putting  the  battlefield  death 
toll  for  the  war  on  both  sides  over 
900,000. 

vft  In  Saigon,  the  U.S.  Command  said 
tint  headquarters  of  U.S.  forces  in 
three  military  regions  covering  all  but 
the  northernmost  five  provinces  of 
South  Veitnam  would  be  downgraded 
to  “regional  assistance  commands.” 
s;  Military  sources  said  the  move 
would  deemphasize  the  combat  role  of 
•X  Americans  in  line  with  President 
>.<  Nixon’s  program  reducing  U.S. 

military  strength  in  Vietnam. 

•x  The  command  said  the  exchanges 
x:  will  mean  a further  cut  in  the  number 
X-  of  Americans  in  Vietnam,  officially 
put  at  296,500  as  of  April  8,  and

Angle  emphasized  presenting  “true” 
student  opinion  to  the  administration  and 
General  Authorities  to  promote  better 
student-administration  unity  and 
understanding. 

“An  ordinary  student  should  run  once  in 
a while  to  show  students  that  you  can  run 
for  the  offices,”  commented  Richard 
Sarver,  who  with  Jeff  Christensen 
represents  the  dark  horse  ticket  this  year. 

“We  will  bring  jobs  to  the  students,  not 
just  campaign  for  support  on  the  fourth 
floor,”  Sarver  remarked.  He  suggested 
sign-up  booths  for  student  involvemment 
on  the  second  and  third  floors  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

“If  you  don’t  feel  you  can  vote  in  this 
election,  then  you  don’t  feel  you’re  a part 
of  the  student  body.  If  we  don’t  use  the 
rights  we  have,  we  might  lose  them”  stated 
Christensen. 

“The  real  cause  of  government  problems 
at  BYU  is  that  the  ASBYU  tries  to  do 
everything  by  itself,”  disclosed  Reed 
Wilcox.  He  feels  that  student  government 
competes  with  wards,  stakes  and  university 
departments  and  proposed  a correlation 
program  between  them. 

“With  1,800  students  active  in  the 
university  wards  and  stakes,  we  could  run 
100  miniature  Santaquin  Days.  We  must 
bring  student  government  into  the 
mainstream  and  put  its  $250,000  where  it 
can  benefit  the  kids,”  he  said. 

Running  mate  Joel  Peterson  viewed  the 
change  of  administration  as  “increased 
opportunity  to  hear  the  voice  of  the 
student.”  “We  are  the  ASBYU,”  he  added, 
“to  belittle  efforts  of  the  ASBYU  is  to 
belittle  ourselves.” 

The  team  of  Russ  Wood  and  Dave  Oler 
pointed  out,  “There’s  no  sense  in  student 
government  doing  something  the  students 
don’t  want  done.”  They  proposed  taking 
the  first  five  minutes  of  student  body 
assemblies  to  report  in  detail  on  student 
government  activities. 

This  would,  Wood  said,  provide  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  approve  or  reject 
ideas  and  have  more  voice  in  proceedings. 

Oler  told  students,  “We’ll  organize  the 
committees  and  get  them  going,  but  after 
that  it’ll  be  up  to  you  to  carry  through.” 

Wood  also  wants  to  extend  the  BYU 
image  nationally  and  locally  through 
student  representation  in  conventions  and 
other  meetings. 
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Organizers  of  the  Utah  Valley  Walk  for  Development  paced  off 

the  twenty  mile  route  last  Saturday  which  over  300  volunteers 

will  follow  tomorrow.  Proceeds  from  the  Walk  will  go  to  three 

separate  funds. 

Walk  for  Development 
scheduled  for  Saturday 

Today  is  the  last  chance  to  sign  up  to  join  more  than  300  volunteers 
who  are  expected  to  walk  over  a twenty-mile  route  tomorrow  in  Utah 
Valley’s  Walk  for  Development. 

Walkers  will  congregate  at  the  old  BYU  Stadium  at  8:30  a.m.  to  begin 
their  march.  Each  walker  is  required  to  solicit  sponsors  to  pay  the 
walker  for  each  mile  covered.  According  to  a Walk  for  Development 
organizer,  “a  sponsor  is  a relative,  neighbor,  friend  or  local 
businessman.  Obtain  as  many  sponsors  as  possible  at  a rate  of  from  one 
cent  up  for  every  mUe  you  walk.”  Volunteer  sign-up  tables  are  located 
on  the  West  Patio,  ELWC. 

THE  PROCEEDS  from  the  Walk  are  slated  to  be  divided  among  three 
organizations.  Forty-two  per  cent  will  help  support  a day  care  center 
for  children  of  Utah  Migrant  workers  and  15  per  cent  will  go  to  the 
freedom  from  Hunger  Foundation  for  their  educational  programs. 

Forty -two  and  a half  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  accrued  will  go  to  help 
the  Guatemalan  Indian  village  of  Cunen.  AYUDA,  an  independent 
corporation  in  Utah,  is  sponsoring  an  agricultural  self-help  project  in 
the  village . 

ACCORDING  to  Dr.  Wilford  LeCheminant,  chairman  of  AYUDA, 
Cunen  is  a village,  of  8,000  people  in  the  northern  part  of  the  province 
of  Quiche  in  Guatemala. 

The  village  is  centrally  located  in  an  area  of  75  to  100  thousand 
people.  There  are  only  two  doctors  in  the  whole  province,  both  located 
in  the  southern  sector. 

At  present  there  is  one  doctor,  Dr.  Robb  Robertson  from  Reno, 
Nevada,  working  in  the  village.  Assisting  him  is  one  nurse.  Dr. 
Robertson,  a graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah  Medical  School,  has 
been  in  Cunen  for  four  months. 

SEVERAL  AMERICAN  doctors  have  each  served  a few  months  in 
Cunen  at  the  invitation  of  the  village. 

Besides  treating  500  to  800  patients  a month  in  the  small  two-room 
clinic,  local  villagers  are  being  trained  to  care  for  the  common  health 
problems  of  the  people.  It  is  hoped  that  if  the  economy  is  increased 
enough,  a South  American  doctor  could  be  attracted  to  the  area. 

TWO  ADDITIONAL  workers,  Jim  Hay  and  Harold  Massey,  are 
assisting  the  people  in  economic  and  agricultural  development. 

According  to  Dr,  LeCheminant,  the  children  are  the  real  tragedies  in 
the  village  and  surrounding  areas.  He  estimates  that  about  50%  of  the 
children  die  before  they  are  six  years  old.  The  money  given  to  the 
village  project  is  used  to  buy  highly  demanded  medical  supplies. 

JIM  PENROD  from  Lehi,  who  is  presently  in  Cunen,  previously 
served  for  one  and  a half  years  in  the  village.  A man  who  recognized 
opportunity,  he  helped  to  establish  a secondary  school.  The 
Guatemalan  government  now  dictates  the  courses  that  must  be  taught 
in  secondary  schools,  but  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  courses  will  be 
channeled  toward  trade  and  vocational  training,  .a  more  realistic 
curriculum  for  the  Indians. 

Also  under  the  sponsorship  of  AYUDA,  Mr.  Penrod  organized  a 
pre-school  nursery  in  which  CARE  milk  is  distributed  to  approximately 
50  nursery  children  daily.  The  milk  is  essential  to  maintaining  a health 
standard  in  the  children  that  will  resist  the  common  diseases  and 
ailments  of  the  village. 

THE  CHILDREN,  who  normally  speak  their  own  Indian  dialect,  are 
also  taught  to  speak  Spanish  to  better  prepare  them  for  later  schooling. 

Mr.  Penrod  also  brought  an  18-year-old  girl,  Florencia,  to  the  United 
States  so  she  could  observe  how  pre-school  children  are  handled.  She  is 
using  the  knowledge  in  teaching  the  local  children  of  the  village.

that  would  be  open  for  limited 
student  use.  The  Council  agreed 
upon  further  investigation  of  the 
request  before  making  a decision.  •$.

Bisplinghoff,  deputy  director  of 
the  National  Science  Foundation, 
Washington,  D.C. 

After  the  opening  session  at 
8:30  a.m.  in  the  ELWC  the 
engineers  will  separate  to  hear  18 
technical  discussions  in  chemical, 
civil,  electrical,  and  mechanical 
engineering  sections. 

‘‘Wages,  Prices,  and 
Productivity”  will  be  discussed  by 
President  Ernest  Wilkinson  at  the 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Twelfth 
Annual  Engineering  Symposium 
at  BYU  Saturday.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - Prince 
Norodom  Sihanouk  said  yesterday 
[from  Peking  that  he  has  ordered 
his  forces  in  Cambodia  to  try  to 
'find  Catherine  M.  (Kate)  Webb, 
missing  UPI  correspondent,  and 
i that  she  will  be  freed  if  found. 

He  said,  however,  that  the 
National  Front  of 
Cambodia  had  told  him  that  it  is 
not  holding  Miss  Webb  nor  any 
other  of  the  foreign  journalists 
missing  there. 

In  a cable  from  Peking,  where 
he  has  lived  since  being 
overthrown  in  a military  coup  a 
^ year  ago,  Sihanouk  told  UPI 
Editor  Roger  Tatarian  that  he  had 
told  his  forces  to  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  find  Miss  Webb, 
28,  bureau  manager  for  UPI  in 
Phnom  Penh. 

She  disappeared  with  five  other 
persons  April  7 in  an  area  about 
55  miles  southwest  of  Phnom 
ijPenh  when  it  was  overrun  by 
^ advancing  Communist  troops. 


China 

Ping-pong  plus 

SHANGHAI  (UPI)  - America’s 
table  tennis  ambassadors  of  good 
received  a roaring  reception  from 
a crowd  of  5,000  persons  in 
Shanghai  yesterday  night  when 
they  played  their  second  series  of 
matches  in  Communist  China. 

The  Americans  were  given  a 
long  standing  ovation  from  the 
capacity  audience  before  the 
televised  matches  played  in  a 
gymnasium  bedecked  with 
banners  and  quotations,  including 
one  from  chairman  Mao  Tsetung 
reading,  “the  people  of  the  world, 
including  the  American  people, 
are  all  our  friends.” 

John  Tannehill,  the  young 
sociology  student  from  the 
University  of  Cincinnati,  who  had 
missed  playing  at  Peking  because 
of  illness,  played  yesterday  night 
and  won  his  match  in  two  straight 
games. 

Tannehill,  who  previously  said 
he  was  considering  asking 
permission  to  stay  on  in  China 
longer,  said  yesterday  he  would  be 
be  going  on  with  the  American 
delegation  and  visiting  newsmen 
to  Canton  tonight  and  will  leave 
China  with  them  tomorrow. 

The  15  American  team 
members  and  wives,  along  with 
three  American  newsmen,  were 
the  largest  delegation  of  U.S. 
citizens  to  visit  • Shanghai, 
Communist  China’s  largest  city 
with  a population  of  10  million, 
since  1 949. 

On  the  drive  from  the  airport  to 
the  city  they  saw  students  with 
packs  marching  to  work  in  a farm 
commune.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - In  an 
apparent  attempt  to  head  off  a 
“ tougher  government  ruling,  seven 
cigarette  manufacturers 
announced  yesterday  they  would 
display  a health  warning  in  future 
advertising. 

The  firms  said  future 
newspaper,  magazine  and 
billboard  ads  would  display  their 
brands’  cigarette  package, 
“ledgibly  showing  the  health 
.warning  that  Congress  requires  on 
packages.” 

It  reads:  “Warning:  the  surgeon 
general  has  determined  that 
cigarette  smoking  is  dangerous  to 
your  health.” 

The  seven  firms  include  four  of 
the  six  largest  cigarette 
manufacturers.  Not  included  in 
the  agreement  were  American 
Tobacco  Co.,  the  nation’s  second 
largest,  and  Liggett  & Myers,  sixth 
in  size. 

Those  participating  were  Brown 
& Williamson  Tobacco  Corp., 
Kool,  Raleigh;  Lorillard  Division 
of  Loew’s  Theatres  Inc.,  Kent, 
True;  Philip  Morris  Inc.,  Marlboro, 
[Parliament;  R.J.  Reynolds 
I [Tobacco  Co.,  Winston,  Salem, 
Camel;  and  three  smaller  firms. 


The  three  are  Larus  & Brother 
Co.,  Stephano  Brothers  Inc.,  and 
United  States  Tobacco  Co. 

The  announcement  was  made 
by  the  Tobacco  institute,  a trade 
association.  Its  president,  Horace 
R.  Kornegay,  said  the  firms  took 
the  action  after  discussions  with 
government  officials  and 
congressmen.

There  is  no  looking  back  now  for 
the  BYU  baseball  team  as  they 
prepare  to  meet  rival  Utah  this 
weekend  in  a three  game  series, 
■signaling  the  start  of  WAC 
competition  in  the  Northern 
Division.  A single  game  is 
scheduled  today  at  2:30  p.m.  in 
Provo,  and  a doubleheader  is 
scheduled  in  Salt  Lake  tomorrow. 

Though  the  Cougars  have 
completed  almost  half  of  their 
regular  season,  and  are  sporting  a 
13-8  record,  all  things  point 
ahead— and  a chance  to  claim 
another  Northern  Division  WAC 
title. 

Coach  Glen  Tuckett  and  his 
Cougar  horsehiders  have  won  four 
straight  Northern  championships 
and  will  be  going  after  their  fifth 
this  year. 

“The  kids  are  beginning  to  play 
real  well  together,”  said  Coach 
Tuckett.
